RAILROAD RACKET,

Two Interesting Devislons Rendorod
By the Town Rallway Com-
missioners,

Tw) interesting cases came up before
tho lowa Railway Commissioners lnst
weok and decisions were rondered in
vach.

The first was in regard to the weighing
of cars,  Lumber dealers at Moeriden
complained in shipping over the Illinois
Central from Dubuque they have boen
weighing the lamber since last apring

and find mAny cars fall short of the rail-
way company 8 weight. They furnished
the agent st Meriden with tickets and
the froight bills were allowed to be puid
on the corrected weights, The genoral
freight agent has now instructed the
Merden agent to make no  such corree:
tions without the appreval of the general
office, after sending evidence of over-
charge. The lumber dealors, it seems,
weighed the lumber by the wagon load
on a hay scale, by disintorested parties.
The differences botween these weights
and the company's weigh bills rangod
from 000 to 5,600 pounds, This
difference, it is claimed, arises from the
fuct that lumber is often loaded in stock
cars with manure in them, and the men
were supposed to deduct a reasonable
amount to cover the weight of the ma.
nure, but this wnas mere guess work, as
often the lumber so covered the manure
that the men could notsee it. The com-
missioners decide that this 18 a loose wa

to get at the weight, and one hardly ored-
itable to the company, They declarethe
practice of derructing from tho total
weight, the registered weight of the car,
and such allowance as may be thought
best, i very reprehensible one. It is the
business of the railway company to pro-
vide some means of doing this ac-
curately, and if no other meéthod can
be arrived at, the stock cars should be
weighed before they are loaded as well ne
afterwards, The company has no right
to complain if their men guess too littlo,

ANOTHER QUESTION.

Forty citizens of Howarden petitioned
the board, nsking that the Chicago, Mil-
waunkee & St. Paul be required to {ocate
a passenger station at that point, where
the road crosses the Chicago & North-
western.  Howarden is a place of about
H00  mhabitants, and s a  divi-
gion  atation for; both passenger and
freight trains of the Toledo & North-
western and Dakota Central railways,
both branches of the Northwestern road.
The Milwaukee & St, Paul ofticials stato
in reply that their station at Calliope is
less than a mile from Howarden, and
that thoy cannot at present afford to
maintain two stations 8o close together,
aund eannot abandon their station at Cal-
liope, which was established five yoears
before tho Northwestern waa built in

that locality, There was also a question
whether the railway company  could
abandon this station, or teanster it to

another point, without the consent of all
parties imterested.

The law suthovizes the commissioners
to recommend to the legislature in their
nunual report and  notify the road to
change its stations, when such change is
resgonable and expodient in order to se-
oure public accommodation, but in  this
instance the board decides that the facts
do not warrant mnking  such w recom-

mendation,

At all the milrond stations thore has
been o beginning, and the same ia true
of the towns,  The company has adoptad
aayastem of prizes to induce tree work
umong the settlers. In the fieat place it
offors to transport free all treea under
two yeara old, and all outtings, or roota
of the amall froite.  Noxt, it offers throe
prizes to such as reach tho best results
with their treo or small fruit planting,
Theo first prize is awarded to the two men
in s neighborhood who are found to thus
axcell, and it entitles thom to a pass for
themselves, wives and childron to Min-
neapolis and 8t, Paul, and return, at the
time of the annunl fairs, The noxt two
best receive the same transportation for
themselves and wives only, and the third
prize entitles the men alono to the trans-
portation,

To theso efforts of the railroad and the
municipalities are added the inducements
of the Nationnl Tres Culture Act. To-
gother, they have already given a decided
start to this important element of deyel.
opment. The influerice and example of
the company will insure all tho succoss
which can be obtained, and, s will be
seen, the work is on a great sealo.

An to the several distinot agricultural
tracts along the line from Fargo to the
mountains, the worth of the wheat belt,
roaches well out toward Bismarck, is now
everywhere known. The western por-
tion of this mection is regarded rather na
a grazing than a wheat region, though the
interesting fact haa appeared at every sta-
tion out to Billings. Moat excellent
wheat and oats have boen shown, which
were raisad on lands not irrigated. This
atation ia 226 miles up the Yellowstone
Valley, from Glendive, where the road
first enters it, These exhibitions demon-
strate the capacity of the whole region
for grain to be much beyond sections at
the east which have long been rated as
excellent for the growth of the coreals.

But, for fifty miles cast of Bismarck to
l"t'{'hurgh, one hundred and thirty-six
miles west of it, the region will probably
be for some time chietly devoted to graz-
ing.

As a further aid, the towns and coun-

ties are exerting themselves to stop prai-
rie firos l:{ fining those at fault” in the
matter. With the stopping of the fires it
is found that various kinds of timber ap-
ear.
I At Glendive,Montana, the road emergzes
from the DBad Lands and, entering uie
beautiful valley of the Yellowetune, ful-
lows it two hundred and forty miles to
Livingston. 1t is o clear, fast-flowing
stream, as large as the Ohio st average
suniner stuge, and navigable for steam:
boats of two hundred and fifty tons to the
mouth of the Big Horn,  Ita banks are
lined with groves of good-sized and, for
the most part, large cottomwood troos,
whose dark green loaves are o rofreshing
comtrast to  the eolden yellow and the
browns of the valloy,  The lutter varies
in width from three miles to ton, It is
little broken with ravines or gullics, and
is, in general, a level covered with nutri-
tions grass,

Thevalley inmont picturesque in all por-
tions, The bludls on each side are gener-
ally precipitous, wrought into strange
shapes, and covered with a thin growth of
evergreons, At times they take on the
fesntures of the Bad Lauds in their bold-
ness and eurions forms, In places their
swoep is geadual up to the shy line of the
rolling prairies boyond them, Thus thoy
form for a long day's rapid ride o fust
changing psnorams of bold olifls and
rolling slopes each of which at times
seom carved by giant workmen into ca-
thudrals, costles, fontitications, pyramids,
walled cities and all similar forms of arti-
ficiul workings, In spite of the elevation
of over two thousand feet, the day was
hot, and the night which fuollowed barely
cool enough for comfort.  As this is the
end of the first wook of autumn this fact
has a direot hearing upon the agricultural
possibilitios of tho region.

At Billings there was u gilver exhibit
of u most notable and novel character,
As our train of nine paluce cars drew up
at the station, the main stroect of thecity,
which rtan parallel to it, and had no
houses on the side next the cars, was oe-
cupied by an ox-train of nine teams.
Each of these waa made up of three
wigons tied together, and each of the
thres drawn by eight yokeof heavyoxen.
